Joint resolutions, to bocomoof force, must 
have the K*ocutl\e sigiiaiuro like blllt. 
If congrueg vffshos to express ltn opinion 
upon this subject, it can do so by passing 
an Independent resolution in mush of the 
two houses, not rvqulrlng tho president's 
signature. But such a rcsolutlbn would 
have only tho weight ot tho opinion of 
congress. It would not bo binding at all 
upon the executive or neoftssarlly commit 
the nation to tbo policy declared In it. 


A C-ngero-- Policy. 


My information as to the position of tho 


president Is absolutely trustworthy. Mr. 
Cleveland thinks a declaration nuch on tho 
leaders of the senate committee propose to 
make would bo highly dangerous. It 
woul*commit tho nation toapollcy which 
would surely fall to moot with recognition 
from other nations, nnd about, which wo 
might at any time bo forced to war.

would commlt,ug to a policy tho %lrtunl 
meaning of which Is » sort pf prqtectoracy 
or suzerainty over all other American gov- 
ernments. It would compel us to say to 
Chile, to Brazil, to Venezuela, to Me*ioo 
and perhaps to Canada also: "You aro not 
independent powers.

tained and given effect 
If it la put upon 


the statute books and not enforced, it Is 
not only a dead letter, but a reproach to 
the nation, placing us in a most humiliat- 
ing position. Therefore congress should 
beware what sort of a doctrine it pledges 
the national faith to.

Joint resolutions, to bocomoof force, must 
have tbe nxecntlta Kigoaturo like blllt. 
If congrueg vffshos to express ltn opinion 
upon this subject, it c«n do so by passing 
an Independent resolution in itch of the 
two houses, not rvqulrlng tho president's 
signature. But such a resolutlbn would 
have only tho weight ot tho opinion of 
congress.
